Only a tiny cloud or two interfered yes- 
terday with the sunshine program ar- 
ranged for Mayor Thompson's return te 
Chicago.

Two Clouds on His Sky. 

The two clouds that shaded his brow 
for a moment were an explésivé an- 
nouncement by the wets that they would 
try to wrest from him hts power to revoke 
saloon licenses and chartes by labor 
representatives that he was responsible 
for locking the doors of the council 
chamber in their faces. 

The first shadow disappeared when it 
was learned that the entire conservative 
element in the council probably would 
oppose removing from the mayor's shoul- 
ders and transferring to the varied sized 
backs of seventy aldermen the responsi- 
bility for the good senda neta 
loons, ; 

And the second one passed om when 
the mayor seized his chance to display a 
favorable attitude toward a resolution 
opening the gallery doors at 6:30 the night 
of every meeting and the establishment 
of the principle of “first. come first 
served.” 


Labor Chief Makes Charges. 

That was said to offset the accusations’ 
of John Fitzpatrick, president of the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor, that the mayor 
was responsible for the fact that for the 
second successive meeting policemen 
barred the corridors leading to the gal- 
leries and permitted to pass only those 
who had received the O. K.“ of some 
henchman of the administration. 

The mayor also was undisturbed by the 
passage of a resolution directing Chief of 
Police Healey to cancel the permits issued 
to special policemen employed by manu- 
facturers in the garment strike. Legally 
the order is ineffective as the permits 
were issued under an ordinance and an 
order cannot rescind or alter an ordi- 
nance. The mayor said he would not de- 
termine until he had looked into the sit- 
uation whether the action sought by the 
order would be taken. 


And the School Row Is Deferred. 

Then there was one more reason why 
sunshine prevailed. He deferred making 
his school board appointments and the 
big row threatened on that subject was 
averted. Few representatives of the 
Teachers’ federation were on hand and 
because of the lack of à report on the 
investigation of alleged police brutality 
in the garment strike the attendance of 
labor was much less then that at the 
last meeting on Oct. 4. 

The corridors were not jammed as they 
were then, and after it was seen there was 
little danger of any real disturbances the 
police permitted unidentified scores to 
pass their lines.

Durand Minimizes Stories. ! 

Mr. Durand is the pricipal stockholder 
in the correspondence school, and he lo 
disposed to minimize the stories of Mr. 
Sheldon's decreased prosperity. Se 

It doesn’t seem to me that when a man 
gets an annual royalty of $10,000 he could 
be Called a poor man, and that’s what he 
gets from the American rights,’’ said Mer. 
Durand. “I would call myself'a rich 
man were I in his shoes. When condi- 
tions are right in Europe he gets another 
$5,000 a year there, although, of course. 
that source is barren now. The sale today 
Was of property which Mr. Sheldon now 
finde he no longer can use as he had ex- 
pected to. I can use it, and that's the 
reason for buying.“ 


Refuse to Disturb Sheldon. 

Neighbors do not think Mr. Sheidon’s 
condition as so prosperous. Efforts to 
reuch him at the sanitarium were unsuc- 
cessful, the attnedants declining to dis- 
turb him. Mr. Durand said he had mere- 
ly overworked, would go shortly to Mount 
Clemens, Mich., for a rest, and then would 
return to work.

A year or so ago financial 
troubles appeared and it was understood 
Sheldon was eliminated from the Ameri- 
can business of the school, the headquar- 
ters of which were removed from Area 
to 1018 South Wabash avenue, Chicago. 

Sheldon, however, reserved the foreign 
richts of his scheme and until the war 
he is said to have prospered. However, 
the London headquarters were closed, as 
the men of England had no time to learn 
business when war ‘was occupying their 
minds. ä 

His wife retains a home and forty-five 
acres on the bank of the artificial lake, 
Lake Area.

The affairs of the allies were die- 
cussed for a lotig time, but naturally 
nothing was divulged as to the result of 
the conference.

Predicts Fall of Cabinet. 

Horatio Bottomley, in a speech at New- 
castie last night predicted the immediate 
Coa PEE OF HHS Salton government: He 
declared Premier Asquith practically had 
resigned and that his successor would 
be Boner Law. 

Another change intended to appease 
public dissatisfaction is the probable 
elimination of Winston Churchill, who is 
reported to be anxious to resume his place 
in the army. He is already a colonel of 
the Oxfordshire yeomahbry, but may be 
assigned to a staff place. 

The opposition and public anger against 
M.. Churchill have been renewed by the 
growing conviction that the Dardanelles 
campaign has failed. 

Resentment Is Growing. 

The expression of resentment at the 
secrecy which the government is impos- 
ing on tne nation grows daily. Among 
‘those compiaining in the press are Lord 
Charles Beresford, Sir Edwin Cornwall, 
Annan Bryce, and Sir Leo C. Chiozza 
Money. They mostly argue that the se- 
crecy has been carried to useless extremes, 
even concerning matters well known to 
the euemy, and that until the nation 
knows exactly how the military position 
stands there is little chance of effective 
recruiting. 

Sir Leo C. Chiozza Money in a published 
letter charges the government with gam- 
bling with the safety of the country. He 
asserts that it has been carefully con- 
cealed from the country that recruiting 
has been for some time dead and that the 

army has been @windling because the 
new enlistments have not been sufficient 
to compensate for the losses by casualties 
and disease. 

Annan Bryce declares that the country 
is being ruined by secrecy and that unless 
the people know the real position they 
cannot be expected to put their backs into 
the work. 

Inner Ring in Cabinet.

The juice under no circumstances is t 
be heated to a temperature of 200 or 
over. The best temperatures are between 
165 and 176. 

Pour into a clean glass or porcelain 
vessel and allow to stand twenty-four 
hours. Filter out the sediment by put- 
ting the juice through a cloth filter and 
letting it run into clean sterile bottles. 
Put the bottles filled with juice on a 
board placed in the bottom of the double 
jacketed boiler and’ raise the tempera- 
ture to something less than 200—around 
180. Stop while hot with corks that have 
been in hot water for three minutes. 

To make red juice the mashed grapes 
are heated in a boiler to 185 degrees. 
Then the pulp is placed in cloth and the 
juice is dripped. The juice is sedimented 
filtered, bottled, and pasteurized as is the 
case with white juice. f

Grape juice is an excellent beverage. 
It is nonalcoholic. It contains salts that 
are very necessary to keep the body in 
health in winter. Some of the surplus of 
grapes at this season of the year should 
be put in cold storage and held for the 
winter and early spring. 

While most of the salts of grapes mecded. 
for health are found in grape juice it 
will be better if grapes are eaten occa- 


are rather high in proteid and fat. Of 
protein, the tissue builder, they have as 
high a percentage as bananas, and higher 
than other fruits. The proteins of grapes 


Grapes, compared with other fruits, are 

rich in fats. However, sugar is the prin- 
cipal food substance in grapes. Perhaps 
of equal value with sugar from the physi- 
cal welfare standpoint during the winter 
months are the salts, the mineral matter, 
contained in grapes. And probably from 
the same standpoint the fresh fruit qual- 
ities of grapes so difficult to analyze are

The subject of the proposed purchase 
of the bank from Munday and Willidm 
Lortmer was introduced by Lait under 
direct examination by Assistant State's 
Attorney Badwin C. Raber. 

“Did you have any converéations with 
‘Lorimer and Munday regarding the bank 
while you were soliciting deposits?” 
Raber asked. 

Tes,“ Lait answered. In May, 1914, 
just before the failure, I went to Munday 
and told him that the weakness of the 
bank's stock made it hard to get depos- 
itors. The stock, I told him, was selling 
lower every day, and for this reason peo- 
ple hesitated to trust their money in the 
institution.” 

Wat did he say? A~—He told me 
that the bank had some slow assets, and 
so they could not raise the price Of stock. 
A little later I told him that I had some 
people who would buy a majority of the 
stock in the bank, relyihg on my report 
as to the bank’s condition. 

Couldn’t Examine Bank’s Books. 

Q—What did he do? A.—He took me 
into Mr. Lorimer’s office and told Mr. 
Lorimer of my proposition. He replied 
that, as I was not an officer of the bank, 
I would not be permitted to make an 
examination of the books to determine its 
condition. I said that unless! could ex- 
‘amine the books I could make ho report 
to the persons who were considerjng the 

Q.—Did Lorimer make any reply to this 
statement? A.—Yes, he told me that he 
would try to fix it up s that I could make 
the examination. I spoke to him about 
the matter several times, but he always 
put me off. ‘ 

Under cross examinatidn, Lait declared 
that there were three persons who wished 
to combine in purchasing the majority 
of the bank's stock. One, he declared, is 
dead. The other two are Gustave Freund 
and John Smith, two Chicago real estate 
dealers. :

How Munday sold him at face value
